its pages. 
Kew farmers have the 


money or inclination to jump from 
one extreme to the other. It may be 
however, that one suggestion will be 
found that will be helpful toward 
solving a disagreeable problem, which 
is enough" to pay for the trouble in 
looking over the book. 
Many a man 


has the means right at hand for an 
improvement which he can make at 
very little cost, but it may be that the 
simple way of making it has never 
been suggested to his mind. 


There is hardly an improvement that 


a farmer wishes to make on the farm 
nowadays for which he cannot get 
specific diiections right from the Uni- 
\ersity of Wisconsin. Many a farmer 
fould have hot and cold water always 
on tap in his kitchen and bathroom at 
the expenditure of very little cost and 
no great' amount of labor if he took 
the trouble to look the matter up, 
while as conditions now are, he has 
been fussing around the cook stove 
for years past and never knew whether 
he was going to get what he wanted 
or not.

fitting climax to dementia, which had 
flret become pronounced- .when 
the 


Germans were before the 
gates of 


Paris in 1870. Otto, then a prince, or- 
dered his regiment to charge a stone 
wall, in the belief that the wall was a 
detachment, of the enemy. The 
king 


of Prussia called Prince Otto to his 
headquarters, decorated him with the 
Order of the Iron Cross for past valor 
and placed him under surveillance. .

AND PRINCE REGENT IS 


SUCCESSOR. 


HIS BROTHER ALSO DEMENTED 


Former 
Monarch 
and Predecessor 


Were Unable to 
Govern Country 


Because of Weakness—Ludwlg II., 
Drowned Self in Starnberg Lake. 


Munich, NOT. 7.—King Otto, the in- 


sane monarch of Bavaria, was de- 
:hroned here on Wednesday after "rul- 
ing" for 27 years. 


Prince Regent Ludwlg proclaimed 


himself king in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of a law just enacted by the 
two houses of the Bavarian diet 


The.new king is to be known as Lmd- 


wig III. He will take the constitutional 
oath probably on November 8. 


A royal proclamation 
which 
was 


posted throughout 
the 
kingdom de- 


clares incurable the insanity 
which 


has incapacitated Otto from ruling and 
states that in consequence 
of this 


Prince Regent Ludwig has brought his 
regency to an end, has ascended the 
throne and nominated himself king. 


The deposed King Otto was 
born 


April 27, 1848, and 
succeeded 
his 


brother Ludv. ig II., who drowned him- 
self in Starnberg lake (Starnberger- 
see), June 13, 1886. 


Two members of the Bavarian diet 


were sent as a delegation to Fuersten- 
rfed palace to visit the mad king They 
found him in a 
pathetic 
condition. 


When be saw them 
he 
stammered 


some inarticulate words. While they 
were out of the room they heard 
a 


crash and found that Otto had dashed 
to the floor a tea tray which had been 
set for the deputies 


The last act of Otto as king, when 


he upset a tea tray which had 
been 


set for the reception of two members 
of the chamber of deputies, who had 
come to jsee him, was in its futility a 
fitting climax to dementia, which had 
first become pronounced 
when 
the 


Germans were before the 
gates of 


Paris m 1870. Otto, then a prince, or- 
dered his regiment to charge a stone 
wall, in the belief that the wall was a 
detachment of the enemy. The king 
of Prussia called Prince Otto to his 
headquarters, decorated him with the 
Order of the Iron Cross for past valor 
and placed him under surveillance. 


Such was Prince Otto of Bavaria, 


who 27 years ago was proclaimed king 
by Prince Luitpold, then regent. Lud- 
wlg II, also a mad king, and

brother of Otto, had been deposed and 
a regency established

there is a slight increase in the num-

year of age, one to four years of age,

There is also a small increase In 


the number of deaths reported from 
the various communicable 
diseases 


with the exception of typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, 
di- 


arrhoea, meningitis and influenza. 


There was increase In the number 


of deaths from the following diseases: 
Pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 
9; 
other 


forms of tuberculosis, 23, diphtheria, 
19, measles, 6, pneumonia, 47, can- 
cer, 58, and violence, 38. 


The northern section of the state 


has a death rate for this period of 9 3 
per thousand, estimated population, 
while the rate for the central coun- 
ties is 10 4 and the rate for the south- 
ern section 11.3. 


Considering the deaths from vio- 


lence, we find that 99 jesulted from 
accidental drowning, 67 from

8 to pledge their loyalty.

crash and found'that Otto had dashed 
to'the floor a tea tray which had been 
set for the deputies. 


The last act of Otto as king, when 


he upset a tea tray which had been 
set for the reception of two members 
of : the chamber of deputies, who ha'd 
come to ,see him, was in its futility a 
fitting climax to dementia, which had, 
firet become pronounced 
when the 


Germans were before the 
gates of 


Paris in 1870. Otto, then a prince, or- 
dered his regiment to charge a stone 
wall, in the belief that the wall was a 
detachment, of the enemy. The king 
of Prussia called Prince Otto to his 
headquarters, decorated him with the 
Order of the Iron Cross for past valor 
and placed him under surveillance.

There is also a small Increase in 


the number of deaths reported from 
the various communicable 
diseases 


with the exception of typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, 
di- 


arrhoea, meningitis and influenza. 


There was increase in the number 


of deaths from the following diseases: 
Pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 
9; 
other 


forms of tuberculosis, 23; diphtheria, 
19; measles, 5; pneumonia, 47; can- 
cer, 58, and violence, 3S. 


The northern section of the state 


has a death rate for this period of 9.3 
per thousand, estimated population, 
while the rate for the central coun- 
ties is 10.4 and the rate for the south- 
ern section 
11.3. 


Considering the deaths from vio- 


lence, we find that 99 resulted from 
accidental drowning; 67 from 
rail- 


road accidents; 83 from suicides; 37 
from accidental burns and scalds; 26 
from heat prostrations and sunstroke; 
15 from lightning; 15 from horse ve- 
hicles and horses; 17 from automobile 
accidents; 11 from accidental poison- 
ing; 12 from homicides; 16 from ac- 
cidental gunshot wounds and 8 from 
street car accidents.

dwellers with stronger nomadic tribes 
which conquered them, intermarried

ion was advanced and strongly sup- 
ported with indirect evidence by. Dr. 
Edgar L. Hewitt several years ago, 
says the Christian Herald.

TO PROTECT GAME 


A recent special article sent out 


from Washington, D, C., will be full 
of Interest to local hunters. 
Follow- 


ing the proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of the United States establish- 
ing regulations for the protection of 
migratory birds, Jhe department of 
Agriculture has set In motion mach- 
inery to make these, regulations ef- 
fective in every state on November 
1, the dale set for the operation of 
th» • proclamation. 
These 
re^ula- 


iloDi .put- under Federal protection 
for the first time, a large number of 
r>ird» and thus places Federal restric- 
tion! CB the five million hunters of 
the United States. Jn enforcing thc.se 
regulations Federal authorities will 
cooj>erale with State game commis- 
sioner* and other State authorities 
In carrying out the provisions of the 
Jaw and to prevent complications in 
,the local enforcement of the regu- 
lations. 


The States have been grouped into 


thirteen units or ^tetrict.s each in 
charge of an inspector. 
Several of 


these positions in the West will bo 
flllad temporarily by regular exper- 
ienced employees of the Department. 
The work of organizing wiH pro- 
bably be begun in the Middle States, 
Che Northwest, and the Pacific Coast. 
The Department expects to have the 
asaiatance of the game commission 
deputies in the States as well as the 
public generally -and sportsmen in 
particular who are interested in the 
succem of the new law. 


Among the birds protected by the 


regulations are the brant, wild duck, 
KOOM, swan, cranes of various spe 
e\n, rail, several kinds of shore bird's, 
plgton, bobolink, catbird, chickadee, 
cuckoo, flicker, flycatcher, grosheal., 
hummlnif-tlro1, kinglet, martin, mead- 
ow lark, 
night 
hawk, nuthatches 


orloel. robin, shrike, swallow, swift 
thrush, warbler, whippoorwlll. wood- 
pecker and wren. 


The regulations for the enforcement 


of the law separate the country into 
two zones known as the breeding and 
wintering zones. 
The former com- 


prizes twenty-five states lying who 
or In part north of latitude 40 degrees 
and the Ohio river, and the latter com- 
prises twenty-three Sta>o< and the- .')i.s- 
trict of Columbia lying wholly or in 
part south c > r latitude 40 degrees and 
the Ohio rhi-i-.

on the catbird, chickadee, grosbeak, 
humming bird, martin, meadow lark 
bullbat, robin, swallow, thrush, whip- 
poorwlll and woodpecker, The regu- 
lations contain a prohibition abolish- 
ing the hunting of the all migratory, 
game, and Insectivorous birds from 
sunset to sunrise.

WINTER FIRES IN 


SCHOOL AND CHURCH 


During the last fiscal «ar 19 church 


fires were reported to this office with 
a total fire damage of $33,100, and the 
same number of school buildlns fires 
with a total damaee of t56,436. 


In each case six fires, nearly 


.hird of the whole number, were dne 
r> heatins plant, smokepipe and chim- 
ney defects. The main defect report- 
ed is the proximity of stoves, furnaces, 
»oilers, smokepipes and stacks, heat 
carrying pipes and registers to 
>roteeted woodwork. 


All these should be a safe distance 
om wood or the wood should be pro- 


tected with metal over heavy asbestos. 
Metal alone is heated readily and may 
communicate fire to the woodwork 
underneath. 


The management of the heating 


plant alsff constitutes' a distinct fire 
danger in both classes of buildings. 
Often the janitor touches off a filled 
'urnace, opens the draft, closes the fire 
door and^iurries out to do his other 
work. -The furnace, pipes and regis- 
ers become, overheated and ignite the 
wodwork. 
Neither does the janitor 


ee or hear the smoke explosion or 
hack draft that forces open the (jre 
door and scatters the fire over wooden 
floors and partitions. 
' 


The public pays for the fuel and no 


economy of it is therefore usually 
practiced, and the whole heating plant 


chimney are thus put to a much 


more severe test than in dwellings. 


This again emphasizes the necessity 


if a particularly safe installation of 
heating plant and flues and a well- 
itiilt. linprl chimney, to withstand this 
extraordinary strain.

favorite 


method, that of rocking backward and 
forward vigorously in his chair, 


'The parents are losing their In- 


fluence on their children," he contin- 
ued. 
"The teachers of our public 


schools see more of the child and In- 
fluence his point of view more than 
the parent. 


"The moving picture 
show, 
the 


newspaper, the public library, the set- 
tlement, all are drawing the child 
from the home, giving him new ideals 
and a new point of view 


"We have made a fetish of 
the 


home, surrounded It with a false 
ideal 
We have made it a thing of 


sentiment instead of reality. Within 
a century I believe we will have turn- 


ed to the idea of making the child the 
property of the state, which will ex- 
ercise supervision 
over the homes, 


taking the children away when they 
find surroundings bad 


There will be institutions for the 


raising of these children, and I be- 
lieve they will do better than the av- 
erage mother "—Chicago Examiner.

ishment of the entire realm, this he flatly refused 
to do, and not even his father's kingly "requests" 
could change hia decision.

Siamese monarch means not the simple taking 
of one wife, but the complicated and wholesome 
absorption of a hundred. His late majesty King 
Chulalongkorn had three wives when he was 
crown prince and added 97 others to lus house- 
hold before ascending the throne, and his father, 
the great Mongkut, claimed many hundreds ot 
wives 
So when young Prince Vajlravudh turned 


his back upon the beauties of the court and 
would have none of them he established a prece- 
dent of celibacy unheard of In his domain since 
"before time was."

nected with the prince, either while he was at 
Sandhurst or at Christ college Oxford, nor dur- 
ing his many visits to Berlin, Paris, Madrid, 
Vienna or London—covering many years of bis 
most Impressionable age—not even a word (luring 
his flying trip through the states and if ha went 
back to his Asiatic throne leaving his heart here 
or in Europe the world has never been notified 
of the matter nor has any particular caretaker 
been singled out as the possible happy custodian 
of the royal gift.

There Is no 
royal family In this democratic country from 
which the young man could or should make his 
choice and by so doing cement the bonds that 
already hold his little kingdom in far away Asia 
very close to Uncle Sam's heart.

"I am very fond of America," said his majesty, 


as he closed the door, "very fond. 
And some 


day we are to be united " 


Was this a prophecy, that, uttered a half cen- 


tury ago, is to be fulfilled by the marriage of his 
grandson to an American' 


Old King Mongkut patterned his policy *of 


"righteous rule" as closely after the principles 
found in the Declaration of Independence as he 
dared and remain on the throne of his father. 
His son, King Chulalongkorn, never ceased to 
lament that he was -not permitted to see the 
promised land of America. 
His multiplicity ot 


wives and his desire to bring more than one 
with him on his official visit caused a coldness 
In Washington diplomatic circles that damped 
his ardor at the time—and he insisted upon his 
son making a special effort "to visit the United 
States and personally meet the president of the 
great country of which your grandfather was so 
fond and which I have been unable to see " 


There have always sxisted the most cordial 


relations between these two diametrically op- 
posed governments—the most despotic and the 
most democratic. France has bullied her Asiatic 
others; the descendant of a line of princes dat- 
ing back to a time when Egypt was In her in- 
fancy and before Greece was born; he, the illus- 
trious, the Invincible, the divine master of the 
immortal souls, has played football at Rugby,

KING or 
AN AMERICAN 


RECENTLY returned visitor 
to the Orient is authority, 
for the statement that the 
"King of Siam will marry 
no one but an American." 
The report is more illumi- 
nating than is at first re- 
membered. When the young 
king—then crown prince— 
after his years of European 
education 
and 
American 


travel returned home to take up the 
serious study of his father's kingdom It was 
thought that as a matter of course he would fol- 
low the custom of the royal house to *]»« ae 
belonged and marry. ' But, greatly to the aston- 
ishment of the entire realm, this be flatly refused 
to do, and not even his father's kingly 'requests 
could change his decision. 
Now, marriage, by a 


Siamese monarch means not the simple taking 
of one wife, but the complicated and wholesome 
absorption of a hundred. His late majesty King 
Chulalongkorn had three wives when he was 
crown prince and added 97 others to his nouse- 
hold before ascending the throne, and his father 
the great Mongkut, claimed many hundreds of 
wives. So when'young Prince Vajiravudh turned 
his back upon the beauties of the court and 
would have none of them he established a prece- 
dent of celibacy unheard of in his domain since 
"before time was." 


There was never a suspicion of scandal con- 


nected with the prince, either while he was at 
Sandhurst or at Christ college, Oxford; nor dur- 
ing his many visits to Berlin, Paris. Madrid, 
Vienna or London—covering many years of his 
most impressionable age-not even a word during 
his flying trip through the states and if he.went 
back to his Asiatic'throne leaving his heart here 
or in Europe the world has never been notified 
of the matter nor has' any particular caretaker 
been singled out as the possible happy custodian 
of the royal gift. 


But should this rumor have more than the 


usual' claim for credence-should his »ai^ty, 
Maha Vajiravudh, the supreme ruler of all Siam, 
"marry an American"—what then? There Is no 
royal family In this democratic country from 
wrfich the young man could or should make his 
choice and by so doing cement the bonds that 
already hold his little kingdom in far away Asia 
very close to Uncle Sam's heart. But there are 
American ladles a-plenty that are fair to look 
upon, rightminded and talented enough to be any 
monarch's queen, and If this be a culture quest 
as well as a longing of the heart-there can be 
no question of money in the affair no bargain 
of gold for a title, for Siam is one of the riches, 
of the little kingdoms of the world and her sov- 
ereign holds by - the right of possession legal 
title to about everything worth having in his 
'entire state—If this then be a quest of the royal 
rirl his majesty could make no better choice 
than one of the true American nobility, many 
of whose daughters are already serving in similar 
positions of trust and responsibility with rare 
distinction and dignity, though as co-rulers over 
Kmaller principalities.

being taken by the hand by King Mongkut VaJl 
ravudh's grandfather, and bemg led into the 
kin-'s-favorite room—his American room.

man Catholic church authorities, to 
the Jewish church authorities and to 
all other church organisations which 
can be interested in this

The aim of the report is to secure the 
cooperation of all of the churches of 
the country in movements for social 
betterment
